The 556 AFL butchers employed

Union’ members, scheduled te 
quit work today, voted yesterday 
to accept a compromise wage 
agreement after 80 days of nego- 
tiations by their representatives 
with the market operators, includ- 
ing Kroger, A. & P. and Food 
Center, 

The new rates, retroactive to 
Nov, 16, will give journeymen meat 
cutters $69.50 a week, an increase 
of $6.50, and head meat cutters 
$79, an increase of $10. 

Originally, the union had sought 
wage hikes of $12.50 for the 
neymen and $13.50 for the 
meat cutters, but the latter de- 
mand was shaved to $11. The em- 
ployers had offered a $5 weekly 
increase. 

Nub of the dispute was the $11 
boost sought by the head butcliers, 
Nick M. Blassie, president of AFL 
Meat Cutters’ Local 88, said. 

“At any other time of the year 
we would have gone out,” Biassie 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, “but 
we had to consider the housewife 
and her orders for meat during 
the holidays. These women didn't 
want a strike and, believe me,

Mark Clark Says Deterioration 
Of Relations in Austria Started 
When Communists Lost Election 


Soviets Immediately Reversed Policy of 
Permitting Considerable Political Free- 
dom, but Actions Actually Increased 
Government Prestige, He Relates — 
Tells of Trouble Over Shooting. 


This is the second installment of Gen. Mark W. Clark's own dra - 


matic story of his experiences with the Russians as United States

sume command of the United States Sizth Army in San Francisco.

N the beginn ng, official and social relations between the four 
occupying powers were relatively normal. I insisted that my 


subordinates seek the co-operation and friendship of their opposite | 


numbers on the staffs of the other three powers. 


I particularly stressed that we 
Americans must make every rea- 
sonable effort to foster a mutual 
understanding between ourselves 
and our Soviet colleagues in order 
that we might, if at all possible, 
understand their point of view. 

The real deterioration in rela- 
tions with the USSR began on 
Nov. 25, 1945, when the Austrians 
held a free and democratic elec- 
tion for a national Parliament and 
provincial legislatures. 

Approximately 93 per cent of 


the vote was cast. The 
People's (formerly the 
Christian Social party) won a clear 
y of seats in the Pariia- 
and in all provincial legis- 
latures, except Vienna and Carin- 
thia which went Socialist. 

The Socialist party was a close 
second and the — party, 
Which received approximately five 
. Oe Tele ay 
a poor third. 

The new Austrian Government 
was organized the week before 
Christmas, with Dr. Karl Renner 
as federal president and Dr. Leo- 
pold Figi of the People’s party as 
federal chancellor. Both are rval 
patriots. N 

Formed Coalition Cabinet. 


“The Austrians formed a coali- 
tion cabinet ‘with all three po- 
litical parties represented, al- 
though only one important port- 
folio went to the Communists. 


The election results gave a clear lin 


indication that the political think- 
of the Austrian nation was 
ted in the direction of West- 
— democracy. 7 

The showing of the Communist 
party was extremely disappointing 
and disturbing to the Soviets. 

Jt soon became apparent that 
the Soviets were interested in 
supporting the re-establishment of 
an Austrian Government only if 
such a government was favorably 
inclined to-the political philosophy 
of the Soviet Union. 

The deterioration started when 
the Russians found that they 
could not have their own way. 

Following the election, the 
USSR completely reversed its 
earlier position of permitting con- 
siderable freedom of action by 
Austrian authorities. 

Today in the Russian zone of 
Austria, all political meetings are 
subject to Soviet approval and 
must have a Soviet observer in 
attendance. 

The composition of political ad- 
ministration is fixed by the Soviet 
commanders so that members of 
the Communist party, regardless 
of relative numerical strength or 
the will of the electorate, fill at 
least as many posts as members 


of the other two political parties. American sergeant. . 


Many Ex-Nazis Protected. 
Communists aré accorded spe- 
cial favors and privileges; and 
many former Nazis, now Commu- 
nists, are legally protected and 
permitted to retain important 


AH these Soviet tactics, how 
ever, have had quite the opposite 
effect intended. The over-all 
prestige of the Austrian Govern- 
ment has actually increased, while 
the popularity of the Communist 
party of Austria has steadily de- 
creased 


The Austrians have een Com- 
munism as practiced by its origi- 
nators, and they want no part of 
it. 

As time went on and as Com- 
munist moves were countered, 
Soviet-American relationships in 
Vienna reached a point where 
they could be characterized only 
as formal and official. 

Many Russian personnel who 
openly displayed friendship for 
or. good fellowship with Ameri- 
cams drifted out of sight and were 
not seen again. 

Their indoctrinated  replace- 
ments resisted all efforts to es- 
tablish anyihing more than a 
steictly official liaison with the 
Other powers. 

Saw Him in Moscow. 

T have never known why Soviet 
Marshal Konev was relieved in 
Austria. I was sorry to see him 
leave. We had difficulties, but 
our personal relations were al- 
most always friendly. 

When I was in Moscow last 
spring, I met Konev again at a 


reception given by Molotov. 
talked over a vodka. 


on grounds that I had but one 


stomach to give to my country. 


But he did not talk about the old 
days in Vienna. He is now re- 
ported to be the Soviet equivalent 


of the commander of our ground 
forces in the United States, 


I had one very unpleasant ex- 


perience with Konev. We ran a 
daily passenger train for Amer- 
ican personnel from Salzburg to 
Vienna. It was marked with 
American flags and had ample 
signs in Russian and German say- 
ing it was for the exclusive use 
of American troops, 

Despite this, Russian soldiers 
were constantly boarding it and 
) precipitating fights with our men. 
I issued explicit instructions to 
the military police that only 
Americans could use the train. 

One day some Russian officers 
and enlisted men forced their way 
onto the train. 

When ‘ordered off by an Amer- 
ican MP sergeant, 9 refused 
and became belligerent. 

After some argument, the Rus- 
sians left the train. 
Boarded Train Again. 

As soon as it started the Red 
Army men boarded it again a 
car behind and came back through 
the vestibule into the car where 
the first altercation had occurred. 
As the MP stepped toward the

I had an engraved 
silver plate put on the stock: “To 
Marshal Konev from his friend, 
General Clark.” 


Fearing the gun would not reach 
Konev if I simply had it delivered 
to his headquarters, I had it taken 
direct by an officer.

I waited another 10 days. Still no 
confirmation of its receipt, As we 
walked to lunch at the next com- 
missioner’s meeting, I asked Ko- 
nev, through my interpreter, if he 
had received the gun. 

“Yes,” replied Konev. 

“Ask the Marshal,” I told my 
interpreter, “if he liked it.”

INFLATION BUBBLE IN ELECTION YEAR

WASHINGTON, 
HE 3 single factor in the business outlook —in the price of 
T groceries, the cost of production, the continuation of the infla- 
' tionary boom-—is that 1948 is an election year. And 1948 has 
already begun to shape up as more of 1947: Another round of wage 
increases, followed by another upswing in industrial prices, followed 
by another burst to new highs of farm prices, followed by another 
round of squawks about the high cost of living.

We pra Germany will need 


approximately four billion dol- 

lars in Marshall plan aid dur- 
ing. the next five years to help 
pay the nation’s food bill and 
make up the difference between 
exports and imports the American 
and British military governments 
said yesterday. 

Economic experts, in a detailed 
outline sent to Washington, fore- 
saw a deficit in British-American 
imports 
amounting to $1,373,000,000 in 1948 
alone, and said food imports would 
cost $700,000,000 next year. 

Foreseeable deficits which 
Marshall plan aid will have to 
offset were listed as follows: 

In 1949—$1,100,000,000; in 1950— 
$894,500,000; in 1951—$394,000,000, 
and in 1952—$244,000,000. 


Two parallel estimates were pre- 
pared by officials in Berlin and 
Washington. Both showed that 
fulfillment of the British-Ameri- 
can two-billion-dollar export-im- 
port plan drawn up last January 
was impossible. That plan called 
for an export-import balance for 
the bizondl area by 1950. So far 
exports from the western zone 
have fallen far below goals. 


The No. 1 item required for 
Germany is imported food, This 
will cause the greatest drain on 
Marshall plan aid to the Reich.

The report of the commission | 
majority asked that Congress pro- | 
vide $135,000,000 in the next school | 
year to start a program of federal 
scholarships and fellowships to | 
help more than 300,000 needy but 
qualified non-veteran students 
complete college and graduate 
training. 

Criticizing in detail “tacit or 
overt” methods used by some col- 
leges to bar the entrance of Jews 
and Negroes, the commission pro- 
posed that Federal appropriations 
be used only in “those institutions 
where discriminatory practices do 
not exist.” 

The attack on what it called the 
economic and racial “barriers to 
equality of educational ability” 
was proclaimed in the second vol- 
ume of the 28-member commis- 
sion’s report prepared at the re- 
quest of Truman.

1. Federal scholarships, in the 
form of grants-in-aid, for at least 
20 per cént of all undergraduate, 
non-veteran students, selected on 
the primary basis of financial 
need. The maximum aid would 
be $800 a year, the average $400. 
The program would be expanded 
each year through 1952, as Fed- 
eral outlays for GI education de- 
cline. 

Each state would create a schol- 
arship cemmission to administer 
the Federal funds, These would 
set up the standards and ma- 
chinery for selecting students. 
Each state’s share of funds would 
be based on its output of high 
‘school graduates and its popula- 
tion in the 18-21 age group. Some

Why Not Go All the Way? 
After full allowance is made for the outlawing 
of the political shakedown, increase in the fre- 
quency of mine inspections, strengthening of 
rock dust requirements and other steps taken to 
improve mine safety in Illinois, much still re- 


mains to be done before Gov. Green and Direc- 


tor Moses can say they have performed their 
duty to protect the lives of Illinois coal miners. 

Mine inspectors are still denied civil service 
status. They still must be “politically loyal” to 
the administration through which they obtain 
political appointment. Those like Driscoll Scan- 
lan, who believe that Illinois should co-operate 
fully with the Federal Bureau of Mines in re- 
porting violations of the federal mine safety 
codé, get no support. The new standard tor 
classifying gaseous mines is inadequate; under 
it dangerous mines, on the grounds of expense, 
may claim the right not to comply. 

Most of these shortcomings can be ameliorated 
by the State Department of Mines, on order from 
Govt Green.

REA, a Monument to Norris 


The Mirror

The great Senator was rightly proud of rural electrification, writer

Appropriations 
enabling it to make loans to extend elec 
trical service to more rural dwellers total 
one-fourth of a billion dollars for the fiscal 
year 1948, nearly all that was asked for.

Neglected by Private Industry 


Under REA, the Government lends money 
at 2 per cent interest to qualified co-opera- 
tive associations of farmers and small- 
town dwellers, who use it to provide them- 
selves with electrical power facilities, When 
they have paid back the Government, the 
power facilities become their own proper 
ty: REA originated in 1935 to extend elec- 
trical service and its accompanying bene- 
fits to people comparatively neglected by 
the private power companies, 

A typical REA area is the seemingly lim- 
itless prairie of the High Plains in Eastern 
Colorado, 

A recent visitor found that the incessant 
and almost awe-stricken discussion of the 
greatest of wheat crops, then coming in, 
shared attention with only one other topic, 
the full implementation of the Highline 
Electrical Association, REA. Its grea is 
about 7600 square miles. Eventually it will 
supply some 4000 customers, including vir- 
tually all farms and the dwellers in seven 
tiny villages. That means about two cus- 
tomers per mile of its eventual grid, The 
statistic is enough to explain why the pri- 
vate power companies never bothered to 
serve the area. 


Too Few Kilowatts 


For years Highline’s officials and custom- 
ers have dreamed of “the big power from 
the mountains.” Hitherto they have had 
to make out with power from three small 
municipally owned plants and from one 
private company. This has not been 
enough, and the rates have been high. 

But in the Rockies, dimly visible on very 
clear days, the Government has been build- 
ing large multi-purpose dams that pour out 
really “big power.” The Bureau of Recla- 


‘mation has planned grids fo carry. this 


power far out on the plains, The private 
power companies, perennial opponents of 
REA, had strength enough until last year 


4 


to prevent appropriations, But the Seven- 
ty-ninth Congress finally provided the 
money, and the “high line” is being built. 
Wholesale rates will then go down to 8.5 
milla—still 80 per cent over TVA rate but 
a boon to this power-starved area—and 
cheaper power will flood into farm homes. 

Salesmen of electrical appliances are al- 
ready swarming into the region, taking 
“down payments” on everything from wash- 
ers to feed-grinders. Farmers estimate that 
just to be on an REA line adds some 10 
per cent to the value of a farm. 


900 Customer-Owned Businesses 


There are now some 900 REAs like 
Highline; some smaller, some very much 
larger. The Government has lent them 


about a billion dollars, two thirds of which 


has already been spent for line construc- 
tion while the rest awaits materials. Ap- 
proximately half a million miles of line 
have been energized, and 1,700,000 consum- 
ers have been connected, 


The program is spotty. South Dakota 
and North Dakota have only 15.8 and 13.6 
per cent of farms electrified as against 95.5 
for Connecticut and 79.8 for Utah, General- 
ly speaking, the Deep South and the Upper 
Missouri River Basin have lagged behind, 


One criticism advanced against REA is 
that, by bringing electric power to them 
wherever they are, it tends to fix people 
on the land whether or not their presence 
is economically and socially desirable. Thus, 
in the case of some High Plains areas, 
there is a question whether it is actually 
for the national to have unstable soil 
with scanty rainfall exploited as farm land. 
Elsewhere, too, there are marginal lands 
where the application of either human en- 
ergy or horsepower is of dubious value. On 
the other hand, a major argument for the 
REAs is that in many areas they make 
possible, for the first time, effective op- 
erations with justifiable returns. 


Utilities Still Fight It 


Private power companies are still fight- 
ing REA, though in many cases they have 
no desire or ability to serve its areas, 
Where they cannot stop the REAs them- 
selves, they execute a strategic retreat, at- 
tempting to dominate their sources of sup- 
ply. They have fought the extension of 
publicly owned transmission lines from the 
Government dams. When they are faced 
with public competition, they have in many 
cases cut their rural rates deeply, and ex- 
tended facilities. Since the beginning of 
REA the percentage of farms with electrici- 
ty has increased from less than 11 per cent 
to about 57 per cent. 

In a very few cases, REA co-operatives 
have been unable to make a go of it, and 
have sold out to private companies, But 
most of them are exceedingly strong, and 
are well ahead on their Government com- 
mitments. When those are paid off, and 
the co-operative becomes the sole owner 
of the system, rated can be cut again.

From 1739 to 1791, there lived in Russia 

a colorful figure named Gr Alexgn-

became Prince Consort.

Though two years later Potemkin bro 
with the Empress, he had already become, 
and remained, one of Russia's great mili- — 
tary and political figures. He retained’ 
Catherine's respect and affection to the 
end. On hearing of his death in 1791, 
Catherine wrote: * 

“His rarest quality was a courage of 
heart, spirit and soul which distinguished 
him so from other men, and thus we could 
understand each other perfectly and alk 
lowed the less well-informed to babble as 
much as they liked. I consider Prince Po- 
temkin a very great man who did not take 
half the opportunities which lay within 
his grasp.” 

While the latter statement might have 
seemed true to Catherine’s specialized gaze, 
Potemkin certainly was no slouch at utiliz- 
ing most of the openings that came his 
way. He was shrewd, tive and 
courageous. As coloniger, diplomat, admin- 
istrator and soldier, his mark in Russian 
history is deep and wide, and George Solo- 
veytchik’s full-dress study has done much 
to make it clear.
